ENTURA COUNTY, agriculturally, is 
one of the richest counties for its 
size, not only in California, but in the 
United States, and its ranchers are noted 
for their advanced methods in tillage of 
it is known as a five-crop county, 
the commercial plantings of 1921 conestst- 
ing of lima beans, about 56,000 acres;

Im 1914, the same crop yielded * 
eleven tons per acre, and in 1915, twelve 
toms per acre. Im 1916 and alfalfa 
took the place of the beets, yielding five 
toms the first year and nine tons the sec- 
ond. Im 1918, barley yielded four tons per 
acre. Then beets were tried again and 
this time (1919) the yield was thirtytwo 
toms an acre. In 1920, beets yielded twen- 
ty toms. The 1921 yield of beets is not ob- 
tainable. 

Here is a report on an Oxnard ranch: 
im 1913, beets, yielded eight and a half 
toms per acre, with twenty per cent sugar; 
im 1914, barley hay yielded three tons per 
acre: im 1915, there was a cover crop; 
im 1916, beets yielded sixteen and a haif 
toms per acre; im 1917, a cover crop went 
im again: im 1918, alfalfa yielded three tons 
per acre; in 1919, alfalfa yielded five tons 
per acre; in 1920, the land was plowed in 
July; im 1921, beets yielded fifteen tons 
per acre of nineteen per cent sugar.

Of all States in the Union the Golden State 
boasts the greatest variety of crops.

GROWERS’ VIEWPOINT. 

At several of the Farm Buréau Center 
meetings it has been urged that more land 
be rotated with money crops, but unfortu- 
nately many of the ranchers have been 
used to operating but nimety to 150 days 
per year, the rest of the time being spent 
in some form of recreation or in doing 
small jobs on the place. The grewers do™ 
not like the idea of having crops which 
would keep them tied down miost of the 
year, as alfaifa, in particular, would, if 
_fed to stock such as milk cows, which re- 
quire someone on the job all the time. It 
is rather difficult to properly cure alfalfa 
in the Oxnard section om account of the 
frequent fogs, so some feeding schedule 
must be worked out to properly take care 
of this part of the rotation. 

However, some of the ranchers are be- 
ginning to realize that the need is desper- 
ate and will probably start on some rota- 
tion schedule to assist them financially. A

TSU AL evidence of the emasing ad- 
vancement along agricultural lines of 
the fertile Chine Valley wae given at 
the fret Chino Comunity Fair, held in the 
capital of that irrigated domain, on Novem 
ber 3. 4 and 5. What a combination of com- 
munity spirit, plenty of water, good soli and 
hard work can do in transforming an ex- 
panse of desert swamp into one of the 
best diversified f ing regions in th® West 
Was amply shown in the varied exhibits. 
Forty years ago, wild fowl made them- 
selves at home in the lagoons and marshes 
in the Chino Valley, while the coyotes and 
jackrabbitse disputed the remainder of the 
domain, the eastern part, which was cov- 
ered with sand dunes and brush. It was 
thus that the Spanish grantee founr it when 
he first settled in the district. In 1879, 
Richard Gird purchased the ranch, which 
contained 48,000 acres of land. He fenced 
it. and stocked it with cattle, and, in 1889, 
decided to open it for settlement. The Orst 


Cal. and beet sugar planters thought the 


operation for several years at Alvarado, 
jand well suited to the crop. Hundreds of 


acres were planted, and Robert Otnard and 
associates were induced to erect the sugar 
factory at the town of Chino. In 1904, the 
Chino Land and Water Company acquired 
the unsold portions of the ranch, and ex- 
tensive planting of alfalfa were started. It 
was found that alfalfa grew as juxuriantly’ 
in the Chino district as anywhere in the 
State, and the district forged ahead. Wells 
were sunk on thousands of ecres, and seas 
of green supplanted the grey of the sand 
and brush. 
But the pioneers little ‘dreamed of the 
fruit and nut growing possibilities of the 
region. A dozen years ago there were few 
orchards of any kind. Now there are hun- 
dreds of acres of walnuts, oranges, peaches. 
apples, pears, pivums and other fruits; the

largest store puts it this way: “We split 
thé profits with the producer and can pay 
him more for his goods, than he can obtain 
on the market, because we appreciate his 
business; his success helps us grow, and 
we get good fresh fruits and vegetables for 
our customers.” 

However, the producer and consumer 
must be aware that there is less profit, 
and more loss in fruit and vegetables than 
im any other department. The demand for 
goods in other departments is fairly stabie 
and in no case is there such a chance of 
spoiling as in the fruit and vegetable line. 
Of course the stores in an agricultural 
community cannot bé expected to buy all 
the produce raised that sectidn, as most 
persons in such pices have gardens of 
their own. A very large share of the pro- 
duce grown must of necessity be absorbed 
by the city people, who haven't the land or 
the time to grow vegetables. 

Another important fact to be remembered 
ie that while there are only a few stores, 
most of our small community people live 
on large lots or have an acre or two and 
as a result we have many small] producers 
that wish to sell the surplus produce they 


It can be readily seen that it is a big- 
ger job for the. storeman to buy small 
amounts from a good many producers than 
it would be to have the entire order filled 
by one large wholesaler. For that reason 
all arangements for selling one’s garden 
produce should be made a tew days in ad- 
vance, and all such business can be best 
transacted in the early slack hours of the 
morning. If the producers will drop in a 
day or two in advance and talk the matter 
over with the storekeeper, he may also 
book future orders to advantage. 

The producer cannot walk into the stores 
and expect them to buy his goods right «7 
the reel—regardiess of the market. The 
whole matter rests entirely in the hands 
of the consumers, who buy the produce 
from our stores. making it possible to do 
business. Although the amount of a certain 
class of produce that is sold in the store 
can be estimated fairly accurately in ad- 
vance by the storekeeper, nevertheless the 
fact remains that no producer can meet 
this demand in the same way. The pro 
ducer is subject to conditions beyond his 
control; his produce is by its very nature 
bound to come ripe and just right to eat 
in bunches, perhaps, at a time when the 
local market is overstocked with this par- 
ticwiar class of goods, 

Sometimes even a sweeping reduction in 
price will not move the produce at the de- 
sired time.

CERTAIN SOILS ARE 
ALREADY INOCULATED. 


“Farmers must depehd upon the presence 
of small minute organisms in the soil in or- 
der to get the best growth in certain legume 
plants,” states H. M. Butterfield, supervisor 
of correspondence courses at the college of 
agriculture of the University of California. 

On the roots of all plants are found small 
lumps or nodules which contain the small 
bacteria needed to take the nitrogen from 
the air for the life of the plants. Fortu- 
nately California soils contain a good sup 
ply of these bacteria, except possibly where 
new plantings are some distance from older 
fields or gardens. 

“When in doubt as to need of artificial 
tnoculation,” says Prof. Butterfield, “look for 
native legumes growing in the field or gar- 
den. If nodules are found on the roots of 
burr clover, then the soil is already inocu. 
lated for alfalfa.” 


CITRUS AREA INCREASED. 

COVINA.—This year has: seen a marked 
increase in the citrus area about Covina. 
About 500 acres in the foothilis have been 
planted to lemons, while an equal area, in 
seattered locations about the district. has 
been set in Valencias. The district, owing 
to the drastic treatment the groves have 
received, is now comparatively free from 
the black scale, which threatened last sea- 
son to cause much trouble.

It is proposed to develop the Mill Creek 
cone, as it is known, to its fullest water ca- 
pacity. Engineers who have been over the 
situation say that the cone should develop 
600 inches of water at its head. This water 
can be carried in a pressure line two miles 
and a half, to Wabash atreet, where the 
main underground water basin of the valiey 
is enuountered. The power thus generated 
in the fall from the head of the cone could 
be used to lift 300 Inches of water from the 
basin 190 feet to the surface, making the 
total development of the Mill Creek cone 
about 900 inches, at a cost of not more than 
$200,000, it is believed. 
The project was first taken up by the 
ranchers of that section. They planned to 
form @ new company, and develop there 
enough water for the 1500 acres of land in 
the Mill Creek district. George S. Hinck. 
ley, city emgineer of Redlands, a water ex- 
pert, says that this is the most feasible 
plan for additional water development that 
he knows of. 
The lands in the district have been in 
litigation for about thirty years, as a result 
of water claims, and the water right is now 
held by the Mentone Groves, the Great Re- 
public Life Imsurance Company and the “7 
Greenspot groves.

We spend lots of money every year in 
Arizona and other States cutting weeds 
and grasses from our ditch banks and de- 
stroying weeds in ovr cultivated fields. 
Much of this is simply a waste of money, 
and at the same time we are losing much 
valuable forage from the farm. 

A foul ditch bank is a source of infec- 
tion to the farm, as the weeds growing 
along the bank throw their seeds into the 
water; which in turn distributes them over 
the fields. If the ditches were kept clean 
there would not be so many weeds on the 
eultivated portions of the farm. Most 
farmers realize this and spend much money 
cleaning the ditches, at the same time los- 
_ the valuable forage that grows along 

em. 

There is a much better wav of keeping 
the ditch banks clean, while at the same 
time saving the forage. The method has 
been practiced in mapv instances im our 
irrigated valleys and has always proven

The best fencing to use is electric welded 
wire, twenty-six or twenty-eight inches 
high, for the bottom with two strands of 
barbed wire above. Woven wire is some- 
times used, but welded wire is more desir- 
able from meny standpoints. The posts 
may be placed twelve feet, fourteen feet, 
or sixteen and one-half feet apart, but spe 
cial care must be taken to bave the corner 
posts firm and well-braced. The corner 
posts are the main posts of a fence and 
when they fail the entire fence is a failure

IMPERIAL FEEDER PIGS 
ARE MUCH IN DEMAND. 


Feeder pigs are becoming a more im- 
portant factor in the pork production of 
the Middle West. Good feeders bring a 
better price in the large middle western 
markets in October and November than 
finished hogs, because of the availability 
of grains for finishing, and there is a brisk 
demand, which is growing, for these pigs 
in Imperial Valley. Now the United States 
Department of Agriculture plans to study 
the production of these pigs in the valley 
and in the Yuma and Salt River Valley 
sections. Brood sows will be bought for 
the. experiment farm at Yuma, and costs 
and details of care will be determnied. 

There is also a demand for spring feed- 
ers from orchardists and vineyardists otf 
California who appreciate the value of 
manure for their orchards and vineyards.

CANALS AND CONDUITS. 


Frequently the carrying capacity of pipe 
limes and cement-lined canals is reduced 
from 10 per cent to as much as 60 per cent 


by vegetable growtn called “moss” by irri- 
gation engineers. In some districts of 
Southern California, this trouble is more 
notable than in others. It is well known 
among irrigation engimeers that certain 
chemical! ingredients in artesian and stored 
water are conducive to the development of 
moss in conduits. In the Colorado River 
valleys, where cement-lined canals and con- 
crete pipes are used, even the silt carried 
in suspension in the water does not pre- 
vent the formation of moss. This vege 
table growth gives great trouble to irriga- 
tion companies and private water users. 
The most satisfactory method of ridding 
open conduits of this moss ig to shut off 
the water, and put a crew of men to work 
ridding the eonduit of the growth. The 
men use shovels, and get into the canals 
as soon as the water is shut off. This 
work is usually done in late winter, as the 
growth is greater in spring and early sum- 
mer. 

In some districts where there is a great 
mileage of conduit thus affected, it has 
been found practicable to shut off the 
water and expose the cana) to the drying 
influence of the sun for about a week in 
or summer, if the water can be shut 
off for that length of time, and the grade 
of the canal is uniform and wasteways are 


effectually stopped for about one year.

PIONEER TELLS OF 
FIRST DATE PALMS. 


The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture first became interested in the Coachella 
Valley as a possible date-growing region 
through a visit to the native Washingtonia 
fillfera palm grove four miles from Indio, 
upon invitation from A. G. Tingman of En- 
cigitas, over twenty years ago, according to 
Mrs. Tingman, who, on the occasion of a 
visit to Los Angeles last week, said her hus- 
band had gone to Indio forty years ago as 
trainmaster in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Company. Mr. and Mrs. Tingman 
employed indians to get seed from the 
Washingtonia grove, and they planted the 
first fan palms in the Coachella Valley. Mr’ 
Tingman found that the flavor of the fleshy 
seeds of the Washingtonia palm was similar 
to that of dates, and concelved the idea that 
commercial date palms would pay in the 
valley. Years afterward he wrote to Wash- 
ington, urging Prof. W. T. Swingle of the 
Department of Agriculture to visit the val)- 
ley. Mr. Tingman drilled the first well in 
the valley after the railroad company had 
sunk wells at Indio and Mecca, going down 


500 feet, and getting a good supply of 
water.

There are some light sandy loams which 
produce excellent trees, but the poor types 
referred to are the sandy to sandy gravel 
solls having but little of the finer soil par- 
ticles which are so essential for the supply- 
ing of plant food. In general fertility in- 
creases with the finer soils. Open, sandy, 
gravelly soils are the result of recent 
stream deposit. A tree planted in such 
soils canhot live under healthy conditions, 
for there is insufficient plant food available. 
The soll does not do much more than serve 
a prop. 

general, the idea of the grower is to 
make up plant foed deficiency by the addi- 
An examination of some 
of the older groves on such soils will show 
the folly of that. Even the richest of our 
citrus solls require heavy fertilization. It is 
impracticable as well as unprofitable to add 
enough fertilizer to keep citrus trees healthy 
and productive in the poor soils referred to. 
In fact. besides she fertility factor, the 
moisture requirements of a cttrus tree are 
80 great that, even if a tree were to attain 
considerable size on such soil, it would use 
up the moisture so quickly that Irrigations 
during the active. period of the Year would 
have to be given every nine or ten days, 
= makes cultural problems more difi- 
cult. 
Another soil that gives considerable 
trouble is one that is exceedingly compact, 
and difficult for water to penetrate. It is 
only by special treatment that such soils 
can be made to produce profitable crops. 
The distribution of citrud roots depends 
largely upon soll type. There is greater dis- 
tribution im the lighter sofls than in those 
which are heavier. 
An open soll is better aerated, and conse- 
quently the fibrous roots can live at greater 
depths. A real compact soll produces room 
near the surface: consequently, the soil area 
devoted to roots is restricted, and a greater 
proportion of roots are exposed to externa! 
conditions. Where citrus trees are planted 
on such soll, every effort possible should be 
made to render it more flocculent and 
penetrable. In some instances this can be 
accomplished with cover crops and other 
organic fertilizers. 
One of the worst soil conditions with 
which the writer has come im contact is a 
hard pan subsoil or plow sole. More tree 
troubles are encountered with these soils 
than with any other, for there are more 
plications that can be set up. The worst 
= that happens in such cases is that 
water penetrates slowly, and an excess is 
accumulated, producing an unhealthy con- 
dition. 
One of the most important factors to be 
considered by one desiring to set out citrus 
or buy a grove is the selection of a suitable 
site. Selection of sites in the early days of 
citrus culture was the cause of many fail- 
ures. Im fact, many of the poor and uf- 


of planting a grove where the environment 
al conditions were not suited to best tree 
growth and fruit production. 

The princfhal reason why citrus trinits do 
well in California is because our climate is 
mild. and there are no great extremes in 
temperature, at least im some localities. 
Freedom from frost is the most im 
requisite. It is quite apparent that latitude 
and longitude do not have much bearing on 
the matter, for there are as frost-free re 
gions in Northern as well as in Southern 
California. But elevation, from 
frost-catching draws, and nearness to the 
ocean have much to do with freedom — 
frost. The greatest proportion of

Cost of uction is usually based upon 
quantity fruit produced. The lower the 
number of boxes of frult per acre, the high- 
er the production cost. Profits depend to a 
large extent upon quantity and quality of 
fruit produced, so it is essential that the 
grove shall be located on soils which re 
quire a minimum outlay of labor and fer- 
tilizer for best results, and in a place which 
is suited to the particular variety of citrus 
fruit desired.

“Certain films, widely exhibited to large 
audiences, draw too heavily upon the emo 
tions. O)4-time revivaliete have been cen- 
sure? for working rpon the feelings of their 
hearers by appeals to the very intimate 
and personal experiences connected with 
birth. death and marriage. Theee tales were 
innocent, compared with the harrowing 
scenes sometimes presented on the screen. 
Tears flow and the breast beaves, but the 
natural expression of emotional states. 
through action, pro iibited. tn real life 
such emotional situations lead to action. 
In the movies nothing happens. The 
natural response is lacking. 

“We must conclude, therefore, that from 
the standpoint of the p«vchologr of play, 
the movies offer little of recreational value, 
while for children they may he the source 
of the most pernicious mischief. The 
physical decadence which is anyway threat- 
ening our people, because of ovr modern 
life of comfort, ease, and inactivity, with its 
excessive demands upon the brain and its 
neglect of physical development, is likely 
to receive a considerable impetus from the 
moving pictures.”

stars. But in astronomy a distinction t& 
made, and only those vastly distant bodies 
which shine of their own light, like the sun, 
are known as stars (or fixed stars.) The 
planets shine with the reflected light of the 
sun, yet some of them rival, or surpass, any 
of the stars in brilliancy. For the remain- 
der of the present year, however, there 
will be no planet visible im the evening sky, 
therefore we need fear no confusion as a 
result of their being mistaken for stars. 

The degree of magnitude given a stellar 
object has no reference to the actual size 
of the body, but only to its luminosity, or 
brilliance, as seem from the earth. It is 
quite probable that many of the fainter 
stars we shall see are ‘ar larger than those 
of the so-called first-magnitude, but on ac 
count of the greater distance of such 
fainter stars their superior size and bright- 
ness are not apparent. The planet Venus, 
for instance, far outshines any fixed star, 
but this is due wholly to its comparative 
nea: ness.

The 
light from Alpha Centauri; at a distance 
from us of approximately 26,000,000,000,000 
miles, requires four and years 
to reach the earth. 

As a rule, such, or even greater distances 
prevail im stellar regions, and two stars 
which appear to the eye as being side by 
side, may be parted by inconceivable space, 
the appearance of neighborly relations be- 
tween them Being due to their position in 
the same line of sight from the earth. But 
this is not true in every instance, by any 
means, for there are many binary and mul- 
tiple systems—two Or more stars revolving 
sbout &@ common center of gravity in a 
manner comparable to that of the sun, 
planets and satellites of our more familiar 
acquaintance. Usually the binary or mul- 
tiple system appears to the naked eye as a 
single star, and some of them are known as 
“variables,” owimg to the fact that the in- 
tensity of their light is not the same at 
all times, but varies with more or less regu- 
larity. 

There ag also, now and then, 
stars, which suddenly blaze forth in the sky 
to sine with great splendor for a time, and 
then disappear. It is thought that the cause 
of such apparitions may possibly be due to 
collisions between dark bodies wandering 
in space.
